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The Commissioners' Excise Bill.
The excise measure prepared by the

District Commissioners, and offered in
the Senate jesterday as a substitute for
the Works bill, will meet with strong
support from Washington. It coers
local needs in a sane, eonscrvatie fash
ion. If it is not passed at the present
session of Congress, there will be dis
tinct disappointment among those who
deplore the present excise muddle in
the citj

Senator Works' proposal to reduce
the number of saloons in the District to
loo is not a practicable solution of the
problem before the city It would cut
down excise revenues without compen
sating and balancing features. The de-

crease in the number of saloons from
513 to 100 would simply centralize the
liquor traffic The Commissioners pro-

pose to increase the liquor license fee

o $1,000 and limit the quota of sa-

loons to the present number Whatever
compromise is reached in Congress, it

is certain that the Commissioners have
come far nearer a solution of the diff-

iculties of the present situation than has
Senator orks

The Commissioners' bill is ound in

its mam features and should have the
active support of those who have the
best interests of the citv at heart.

The City Beautiful.

Mothers Organize.

The Mothers' Protective Association
hs been formed in a small cit of Illi
nois and its ver title indicates that it
must be good and will be copied in other
sections The motive of this organiza
tion is one that appeals to the father as
well as to the mother, for its purpose is
to investigate the character and habits
ot the voung men who later on may
be members of their own family. They
have a right to know what kind of a
man on whom the happiness of their
daughter depends The should have
the right to judge the fitness of the
prospective to assume the re-

sponsibilities of married life.
In Washington there are some de-

plorable conditions, which exist in every
large city, that both father and mother
could interest themselves in correcting
The too free manner in which many
voung women, mere girls in some in-

stances, parade the streets and do their
best to attract the other sex is as much
in need of correction as learrling the
character of the young man. The
mother who has the future welfare of
her child at heart will not allow the
promiscuous meandering of her daugh-

ter in places where she is open to
cntiasnu

The Illinois association of mothers in-

tends to find out whether the particular
young man who calls as a suitor smokes
cigarettes, drinks, swears, or has any
other bad habits. If he does, a black
mark is put against him. If, on the other!

hand, he keeps the woodbox full, takes
his mother to church or prajer meeting,
he is given full credit

The 'father, if he should undertake
such a job in investigating the character
of the girls, would have an easy task as
long as he didn't do anything. Just as
soon as he began asking questions, it is
extremely likely he would be "making
tracks for the front door.

Down here on the banks o'f the Po-

tomac the girls hav'e a habit of picking
their own company and just announcing
to "the folks" tt they are engaged
to the one they are in love with. They
would hardly stop to study the result of
any investigation, but follow what they
believed to be the dictates of their own
hearts

When the father and mother are taken
into consideratoon in these heart af-

fairs, there will be fewer unhappy homes
and fewer divorces. The millennium is

still far away. When it comes we shall
have ideal marriages. In the meantime
it is to be hoped the girls will be a little
more amenable to the advice of their
mothers.

The End of a long Controversy.

Artist and layman alike will breathe
a sigh of relief over the culmination
of the prolonged and tedious warfare
regarding the Lincoln memorial site.
While the Congressional memorial com-

mission has not officially announced its
decision, it is pretty certain it will co
incide in the findings of the Fine Arts
Commission that is, to select Potomac
Park as thp place where the memorial
penstle should be erected

It also seems probable that the de
sign submitted by John Russell Pope, of
New York, will be selected Mr Pope
has done some notable work in Wash
ington architecture, including the new
Scottish Rite temple, now rising in Six
teenth street, and there is ever reason
to believe that his Lincoln memorial de-

sign will be his masterpiece Mr. Pope
is one of the ounger guild of archi-

tects in New York City who have won
their places at the top of their profession
within the past five vears

The Fine Arts Commission alrcad
has justified its existence. It has placed
the Mall project on a firm artistic basis.
and it has settled the Lincoln memorial
question in the right aj Man other
excellent plans for the memorial were
urged by Washmgtonuns, but we be
Iieve there will be a general and a
gracious acceptance of the commission's
verdict, both by Congress and by the
cit at large.

Police and Fire Pensions.

retired policemen and firemen and to
the widows and orphans of the men

The bill providing adequate revenues
for the pension fund has been reported
to the House. It should promptly pass
For manv months the beneficiaries of

When the young plants have begun a
sturd growth, the busy season for their
master begins in earnest. He must en-
courage and assist them with props,
poles, trellises, and crutches, while they
are climbing the golden stair. The to-

mato Is weak and nervous and must be
held up with a wooden frame, so that
the birds can get at tho ripening fruit
more conveniently. The peas must be
trelllsed, and the beans must be poled.
The bean Is a very enthusiastic climber,
frequently devoting Itself so exclusively
to the exercise that It forgets to pod.
Select a long, pole, and
coll the young plant around It. It will

soon become so attached to the pole that
It will refuse toleave it even for meals.

There Is no garden product so hardy as
the bean pole, nor none which will more
richly repay a little care Choose your
pole carefully, plant It deeply and give It
plent) of sunshine You will find It Im
pervious to frost, drought, and cutworms
Moreover. It Is a perennial and can be
used from jcar to jear Often It Is the
sole crop at the end of a long, hard

Telling things apart Is one of the dis-
couragements of the amateur gardener.
Thebaby plant Is so unlike the finished
product that he Is bewildered. Seed sell-
ers should Illustrate the baby plant on
their packets, and not the adult vege-

table. Any one can tell a ripe tomato,
but the Infant sproutlet looks so much
Ike dog fennel, that It frequently meets

a terrible fate at the hands of Its Infu-
riated owner.

A few simple directions will be ot much
assistance. The plants which die first
ara the tomatoes. The plants with large
leaves, out of which the worms make
battenburg lace, are cabbages. Tho
plants with the soft brown bugs all over
them are potatoes. The plants which
come up and rush madly over Into the
neighbor's jard are pumpkins, or
quasnes, or cucumbers. The plants

which come up tired and discouraged,
and need two cans or water a day are
lettuce. The plants which writhe about
the ground In convulsions are peas. The
tract ot ground which doesn't sprout at
an contains either rutabagas or cauli-flo-

era.
In case you should find, after a severe

frost or drought, a plant which is grow-
ing strongly and is remarkably well
looking, root It out without a minute's
hesitation. It - a weed.

We have now arrived at the
subject of the harvest Long

before this time, however, you will have
ceased rising to tend to jour garden at
f a. m. You may have some difficulty In
telling Just where the garden Is. How-
ever, the bean poles. If tall enough,
should locate It for jou The main ob-
ject In gardening Is. of course, to present
jour neighbor with a bunch of home
grown radishes, before his have begun to
swell at the roots, thus causing htm to
turn green and expire with envy To do
this, purchase on the night before, two
uoien fine joung radishes and plant
them careiuii) in jour garden Then
harvest them In the morning, having
jour wife beat a tin pan to attract at-
tention, and Klve them to jour neighbor
with the molt earth still upon them
This Is the true triumph of gardening,
and will amply repay you for jour ar-
duous labors

PULMOTOR OH SHOW

AT HEW MUSEUM

Government Bureaus and Private
Institutions Hold Display of

Scientific Apparatus.

The progress of science was graphically
shown yesterday afternoon In the exhibit
of apparatus, methods, and results ac-

complished in the National Museum un-

der the auspices ot the Washington
Academy of Sciences. Twenty scientific
bureaus of the government and several
private Institutions were represented with
dlsplaj- -. each in charge of an attache,
who explained in detail each feature of
which he was In charge

The pulmotor, located In the room of
the Bureau of Mines was the most at-
tractive dlsplaj of the exhibit M F
Leopold, chief of the bureau, was

all afternoon demonstrating the
wonders of this machine, which has
saved the lives of thousands of miners
who apparently have been asphvxlated
by mine gases Other exhibits in the Bu-
reau ot Mines were the rescue helmets,
ox) gen tanks, and modern lamps

An exhibit, instructive but appalling,
of the Bureau of Chemlsto. was an an-
alysis of 100 gallons of llthla
water, manufactured by one of the lead-
ing firms of the countrj The analysis
showed that in all the 100 gallon there
was about a craln of lithium,
six pounds of plaster of parts, two
pounds of epsom salts, and five pounds
of other chemicals more dangerous than
beneficial to the -- vstem

MAKE FAVORABLE REPORT.

Corumlaslonens Ileeommend rassane
of I.rtrr to Protect Libraries.

The Commissioners vestrrday after-
noon transmitted to Congress a favor-
able report on the bill providing for the
amendment of the District code so as to
make It an offense punishable by fine
or imprisonment to fall willfully to re-

turn to Incorporated libraries in the Dis-

trict books which have been kept out
for a period of thirty das in addition
to the time for which they were issued.

The Commissioners state In the report
that the libraries of tha city have ex-
perienced much trouble because of the
failure of some persons to return books
Tha report states that laws similar to
the proposed ono are now In effect In
New York and Massachusetts. In these
two States the law provides that any
person who keeps a library book out for
thirty days in addition to the period for
which it was issued shall be fined not
less than Jl nor more than S3, or shall
be imprisoned for six months

The District officials state that while
It would not be necessary to prosecute
many persons in tha District under the
proposed act, the law would be beneficial
because of its moral influence The bill
has received the Indorsement of tha
board of trustees of the Public Library.

WOULD ABOLISH FEES.

Bureau of andnrda Recommends
Chances In Report.

The abolition of the sjstem of fees for
tha testing of scales and weights and
measures In the District Is urged In a
report of the Bureau of Standards which
was received by the Commissioners yes-
terday. The report Is the result of an

PRORATED BILLS

Commissioners Sustain Assesioi

Richards in Controversy on

Wheel Tax law.

Actinsr on the complaint of John C
McLaughlin, an automoblllst. of 1707

place northwest, the Commis-
sioners decided yesterday afternoon that
prorated bills 'shall not be Issued with
re'pect to the wheel tax law in cases
where an automoblllst is not In posses-
sion of the taxed automobile during the
entire tax year.

Mr McLaughlin was taxed J3 for an
automobile which was purchased August

, 1910. The wheel tax was for the year
which commenced May 18. 1510 Several
weeks ago rr wn was sent to the

by the District assessor notic-
ing him of the fact that he had not paid
his wheel tax for the Jear On
March 1 Mr. McLaughlin sent the Dis-

trict assessor a check for (.$3 with a
letter stating that he had not possessed
the machine during the entire tax jear
and therefore could not reasonably be
taxed fc. The check, as submitted was
the tax on a prorated basis.

W P Richards. District assessor at
once sent a letter to Mr McLaughlin
stating that a receipt would be mailed
to him as soon as he had paid the re-

mainder of the tax The automoblllst re-

plied that he was still of the belief tha
the bill should be prorated and requested
that the law in support of the assessors
stand should be pointed out to him

Mr Richards answered the letter bi
quoting "Cooley on Taxation. pages M

to SOU, which states that persons shall be
taxed for the period of an entire year
regardless of whether they were In pos-

session of the article during all of that
time The automoblllst replied by stat-
ing that Cooley did not quite cover the
subject and that he was sure he was
in the right Dissatlsiled with his in-
ability to convince the assessor that his
tax should be prorated. Mr. McLaughlin
appealed to the Commissioners.

The District officials took the mattei
under consideration and decided yester-
day afternoon on the recommendation of
Mr. Richards that wheel tax bills shal
not be prorated.

Stands by Teacher.

The article In The Herald
of Saturday. March 3. concerning Mrs
Bridges, a teacher in a Washligton school,
and a truant boy whom she had occa-

sion to punish, has attracted much at-

tention In this village, where Mrs Bridges,
formerly I have known her for
several years as a and very
capable woman, and I can't believe, with-
out further evidence, that 6he would do
any injustice to any pupil under her care
In former years I was a teacher in pub-

lic schools In various localities, so I do
not feel that I ara entirely Ignorant of
the duties of teacher or what should be
required of them I know that man
parents who do not and cannot govern
their children at home will believe every
tor or report that they will bring

from school, and are the first, v cry likely,
to find fault with a teacher, knowing
nothing of the trials and tribulation
which every teacher, especially In the
lower grades, is obliged to suffer Such
parents, who cannot govern their own
children at home, seem to expect that a
teacher should govern without any
trouble a room full In schools

I would trust mj own child to the
care of Mr Bridges In school without
question, and if he punished him I
should believe he deserved IL It don t
hurt an) bar, either mentally, morall).
or physicall). to be "brought to time"
occasionally and learn that he has a
master or mistress

The prosecution of Mrs. Bridges Is a
shame, and will have a bad Influence
upon parents and pupils and schools, and
will have the effect to encourage trouble-
some parents and Pupils to defy th
teacher's authority

A few vears ago I knew an instance
where the parent had told the principal
of a public school that ht boy was un
governable, and would play "hookey
every school day In the week, "and if
he won't obey ou. lick him until he
will.' It was not long before the prin-
cipal had occasion to lick" the bov . as
his father had advjsed The llckln? was
done with a small riding whip, or "raw
hide. ' which angered the father to the
point of prosecuting the teacher, as
Judge De Lacy advises At the trial the
father admitted that he hald told the
teacher to "lick" the boy If he didn't
behave, but he did not suppose he 'would
do it with a barbarous rawhide. "If the
teacher had used a hickory as big as an
ox whip." he said. "I wouldn't have
said a word or objected, but to use a bar
barous rawhide was too Insulting and
disgraceful for any American boy to
submit to."

During the past fifty years my In
terest In public schools has led ma to
observe the effect of euch Interference
with the discipline in schools. If a par-
ent has reason to believe that his or her
child has baen improperly or unneces-
sarily punished, he or she should seek
an intervlewth the teacher to ascer-
tain all the facts In the case): for no
child In a public school Is a proper judge
ofUl the reasons which a teacher may
have for his or her management or con-

duct ot the school.
In this rase of Mrs. Bridges, the su

perintendent and all the principals and
teachers of Washington public schools
and the board of education should uphold
Mrs. Bridges In every attempt that may
be made to leeiscn her authority or in
terfere with her discipline.
